Vinson Mission Plan Reported. 


The talks of the two top foreign 
policy framers began while Wash- 
ington seethed with rumors that 
Truman had entertained a plan to 
send Chief Justice Fred Vinson 
to Moscow to talk with Premier 
Joseph Stalin on how the peace 
of the world can be preserved. 

There was no official confirma- 
tion that such a plan had been 
considered, But neither was it 
denied. 

There were reports in any event 
that this idea was no longer get- 
ting consideration—that it has 
been abandoned if it ever was 
given serious consideration, 

In the group of officials at the 
airport to greet Marshall was Un- 
der Secretary of State Robert 
Lovett. 

Marshall’s plane arrived from 
the airport about 10 minutes be- 
fore the President reached the 
field from his train. The plane 
circled overhead until Truman 
could arrive. 

Marshall and Truman shook 
hands after the plané landed, then 
posed for photographers for sev- 
eral minutes while Secret Service 
men kept reporters from ap- 
proaching to ask questions.

The American Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. are all-out apostles of a cash 
bonus. The sales tax increase is so objection- 
able, however, that they have repudiated it. The 
VFW has asked its members to work actively to 
defeat the bonus proposition. 


Second, no bonusés can be paid out under 
this proposition until enough money—estimated 
as high as $150,000,000—has been collected to 
pay everyone in full. This would mean a wait 
of about five years, and the Legion and the VFW 
also object to that. 

Third, the proposition on the ballot provides 
handouts with no relation to need. It rewards 
able-bodied veterans who have good jobs, but 
does not cover widows and children of men 
who died in action. As Daniel E. Kerman of 
Washington University wrote to the Post-Dispatch 
on behalf of his American-Veterans Committee 
chapter: 

For the blood and weariness of battle 
there can be no dollar equivalents. No wis- 
dom lies in a policy of scattering dollars 
about like rain, for rain is sent alike on the 
just and the unjust. 

Fourth, if a general cash gratuity could be 
justified under any circumstances, it should 
come not from the states but from the Federal 
Government. Veterans of all states should be 
treated alike. It was the United States which 
they served, and which paid them. They are 
free to petition the Government to augment the 
rewards already available to them under the GI 
Bill of Rights, free treatment in veterans’ hos- 
pitals, educational and housing aids and the like. 

Finally, the State of Missouri can do much 
more worthy things for veterans than pay them 
an indiscriminate cash handout. The Legislature 
might, for instance, take steps to promote low- 
rent housing. Missouri might provide something 
like the permanent state trust fund which Ne- 
braska set up after World War I for the care. 
relief and rehabilitation of needy veterans and 
their families. 

Nebraska's American Legion adjutant testified 
before a committee of the Missouri Legislature 
that the veterans of his state “know there is a 
bonus when they need it” from the trust fund, 
and that the existence and prestige of this fund 
had kept pressure from rising for a cash bonus 
after World War II. VFW and Legion politicians 
in Missouri, however, spurned such counsel, for 
fear that it would block a cash bonus. They 
killed the trust fund idea and got what they 
asked for, but with a sales tax financing scheme 
that makes it wormwood. The Nebraska plan 
can, however, be revived very easily if the bonus 
proposition falls by the wayside. 5 

Considering the spirited opposition among the 
veterans themselves, and considering these other 
circumstances, the bonus should be voted into 
the limbo of misconceived causes. 


If dramatics were wanted, the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District—of which St. Louis is the capi- 
tal—might issue a Declaration of Independence.

How the Nazis Used G-E 


General Electric's conviction for its tungsten 
carbide. cartel with Krupp of Germany involves 
a relatively slight penalty for what turned out 
to be something more than a minor offense. It 
is a story of American naivete and greed, and 
country should resolve 
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Let's be frank about it: Americans fighting 
the war of words with Russia sometimes look a 
little silly. . 

An instance is yesterday's report from Wash- 
ington that “the day of soft talk toward the 
Soviet Union” is about to give way to a period 
of blunt statements. Was not former Secretary 
of State Byrnes quite blunt in his Stuttgart 
speech? Was there any soft talk in “Operation 
Backtalk,” the propaganda campaign ordered 
more than a year ago by Gen. Clay, the Ameri- 
can commander in Germany? 

The point is that Europeans—at whom most of 
this thundering is almed—have memories. They 
spot inconsistencies, and they judge accordingly. 
And there is always the Moscow radio, ready to 
take advantage of any Washington blunder. 

Therefore one questions the wisdom of the 
type of speech made at the University of New 
Hampshire by 
Charles E. Saltzman. Selective quotations from 
such oratory are used by the Russians in their 
attempt to convince Europeans that the United 
States is preparing to attack the Soviet Union. 
Of course, the quotes are used out of context. 
But what else is to be expected in a propaganda 
war? Should Washington, then, provide the 
Soviet Script-writers with such help’ 

Europeans do not automatically believe every- 
thihg they hear from the Voice of America, nor 
do they automatically disbelieve everything 
dinned into their ears by Radio Moscow. It 
would seem, then, that the information put out 
by Washington should carry the mark of patent 
sincerity. 

Would it not be wiser to let the Russians make 
all the threats while Americans stick to convinc- 
ing facts? It is, of course, necessary to expose 
Soviet falsehood and misrepresentation. And 
American commentators pointed out the one- 
sidedness of the latest Russian A-bomb proposal 
even before Under Secretary of State Robert A. 
Lovett stressed the necessity for doing so. 

Beyond this, there is the continuing need to 
tell Europeans—and the Russian people, too, in- 
sofar as they can be reached—what Americans 
are really like and the kind of a world they 
would like to live in. More than anything else. 
this will refute the Russian line that the United 
States means to rule the world and that the 
Marshall plan is nothing but a scheme to turn 
Europeans into slaves. 

But.this calls more for calm facts presented to 
those we wish to convince than for fulminations 
against Moscow. The fact that the State De- 
partment is getting the counsel of an informa- 
tion commission, headed by Mark Ethridge of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, is an assurance 
that our case will be based on these facts. 

At the same time, Washington should beware 
of the kind of oratory that ends in a booby-trap. 
It should leave to the Russians the business of 
ranting themselves out of countenance.

Certainly Japan is needed as a buttress 
of democracy in the Far East. But before 
we trust her as such, she will require more 
years of watchful guardianship. Of one 
thing we may be sure: If America is not 
her guardian, Russia will be. 

It is neither fair to ourselves nor to the 
Japanese to expect too much too secon.

This axquisitely wrought novel is a story 
of wartime poverty, love, suffering and 
death, told with realism and compassion 
by a novelist who does not fear the age 
in which he lives. Its appearance is fur- 
ther proof that the Italians have not yield- 
ed to the tragic sense of history. Their ac- 
ceptance of life is simple and, for this rea- 
son perhaps, they are producing some of 
the most sensitive art in recent years. 


The place is a small town anywhere in 
Italy, where great strength is needed to go 
on living: the people are a ragged multi- 
tude, falling to pieces, struggling to find 
food and shelter. The time stretches from 
when the war had to be endured to after 
the war had been lost. Then the peace 
had to be endured, and not only poverty 
but loneliness: “This is one of the fruits 
of war that people should fee] so alone, 
and so desolate, and find no support in 
anyone.” ' 

But against this background of collec: 
tive suffering, Giuseppe Berto projects the 
lives of some adolescents and the wonder 
of their individual endurance. After a night 
of heavy bombing has shattered their homes 
and destroyed their families, they band to- 
gether for support. Tullio, who steals ta 
help others, is a Communit because those 
people have told him that better times will 
come; why they say this, he is not edu- 
eated enough to understand, but he will 
wait. Carla, overflowing with energy, who 
knows what she wants, becomes a prosti- 
tute to help Tullio, Giulia, bony and fright- 
ened, is full of devotion, always the arche- 
typal mother in the act of loving.

FRISCO LINE SEEKS TO BUY

The St. Louis-San Francisco 


(Frisco) Railway Co. has filed an | 
‘application with 


the Interstate 
Commerce Commission asking au- 
thority to obtain control of the 
214-mile Alabama, Tennessee & 
Northern Railroad Co. through the 
purchase of outstanding common 
stock and bonds, the Frisco an- 
nounced yesterday. Value of the 
stock is about $1,161,075. 

Under terms of the application, 
Frisco will offer to purchase all 
outstanding stock, which has no 
par value, at $25 a share, and all 
of the road’s outstanding general 
mortgage, Series A, 4% per cent 
income: bonds at $650 per $1000 
principal bonds. The total face 
value of the outstanding bonds is 
$1,307,100.

The union committee called on

‘frightened his mother, Mrs. Mary 
Giesen, who serves as his house- 
keeper, and she locked herself in 
her room during the conference. 
He said she was so upset that she 
left Thursday to stay with a 
‘daughter in New York. 

Explaining his position, Father 
Giesen told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he has urged the 

‘strikers to return to work, but 
only under a contract. 

“I am here to protect my 
people,” he asserted, “and I can- 
not sit by while the strike is caus- 
ing so much hardship to the fam- 
‘flies of the strikers, particularly 
to the children.” 

The two internationa! represent- 

atives, described by Father Giesen 
as spokesmen for the group which 
called at his home, were Robert 
Hollowwa and Jesse R. Van Camp. 
Hollowwa declined to explain the 
threat of a protest against Father 
Giesen. 
Why should we deal with him,” 
he said to a reporter. “He’s been 
campaigning against our strike 
and he’s a good company man. 
If he isn’t on the company payroll 
he ought to be, because he cer- 
tainly has been working for 
them.” 

The union’s strike committee to- 
day sent letters to members charg- 
ing that a back to work movement 
had been started by “some persons 
not connected with the union, who 
should keep out of union affairs.” 
Hollowwa and Van Camp refused 
to say who those persons are. 

The company yesterday sent 
letters to the strikers denying a 
statement, reported to have been 
made at a union meeting, that the 
company did not intend to re- 
employ any strikers over 40 years 
of age.

Artis said the agents trailed the 
former Harry James drummer, 
Michael Scrima, 31 years old, here 
from Springfield, where he was 
alleged to have sold narcotics to 
students when playing in a dance 
band. Artis said two federal men 
made three purchases of narcotics 
from Scrima and last night di- 
rected him to be at a downtown 
corner for another sale.

11 Steps for Russia Urged. 

Churchill listed 11 positive steps 
he said Russia must take to create 
the only reassuring basis for suc- 
cessfully internationalizing atomic 
energy and outlawing the atomic 
bomb. He said: 

“Let them release their grip 
upon the satellite states of Eu- 
rope. 

“Let them retire to their own 
country. ... 

“Let them liberate by their de- 
parture the 11 ancient capitals of 
eastern Europe which they now 
hold in their claws. 

“Let them go back to the Curzon 
line as was agreed upon in the 
days when we were fighting as 
comrades together. (The Curzon 
line was the boundary between 
Russia and Poland proposed by 
Britain after World War I but not 
then accepted.)

Chicago Police Learn 


Wild Eyed Stranger’ 
With Shoebox Tried to

CHICAGO, Oct. Sum clues 
were all police had to work 
on today in the murder of Wil- 
liam J. Granata, Republican as- 
sociate of the Capone Syndicate 


Dwight H. Green's political ma- 
chine, who was struck down with 
a bayonet-type weapon early yes- 
compe in front of his Loop apart- 
ment. 

A total of 120 detectives and 
policemen were assigned to the 
case in an effort to track down 
the murderer. Police officials be- 
lieve the murder of Granata will 
be followed by other in the form 
of revenge killings by Granata's 
staunch followers in the tough 
West Side -wards over which he 
exercised considerabe power. 

One of the clues stems from the 
fact that Granata was a member 
of the Illinois Industrial Commis- 
sion, a position given him by Gov, 
Green. His salary as a commis- 
sioner was $5000 a year, although 
he seldom attended meetings or 
went to the office in the State Of- 
fice Building, about a block from 
his apartment in the Skyline Club.

Police learned that a man, de- 
scribed as a “wild-eyed stranger 
with a foreign accent” had been 
trying for two days to see Grana- 
ta at the commission office. He 
carried a shoebox each time he 
appeared. Police said a bolo knife, 
bayonet or hatchet could have 
been concealed in the box. It 
was believed that the man sought 
Granata over some disputed ruling 
of the commission, which handles 
workmen’s compensation cases. 

Police also were looking for the 
murder weapon. Granata, who 
was a candidate for Cook county 
circuit court clerk, was attacked 
from the rear, police believe. Phy- 
sicians found two large gashes, 
one in his neck and another in 
the back of his skull, which pene- 
trated to the brain. 

‘Confidential List.’ 

Investigators also were told to 
get a typewritten, “confidential 

ist” of names and addresses that 
were found in Granata's pocket. 
Police said it contained the name 
of at least one notorious West 
Side gambler. 

Granata’s wife, Mrs, Violet Gra- 
nata, is reported to have taken 
the list from her husband’s coat 
pocket when she went to the 
morgue to view the body. 

A patrolman, who was making a 
call from a police box on a pole 
near the Skyline Club early yes- 
terday, has reported to his su- 
perior officers that he saw a 
speeding automobile, without 
lights, leaving the Loop area 
shortly after Granata was mur- 
dered. There were two men in 
the machine, a 1941 model sedan, 
he said. 

The Republican County Central 
Committee acted swiftly yesterday 
to name a successor to Granata 
in the race for circuit court clerk. 
The committee named Mrs, Mabel 
G. Reinecke, a member of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
since 1930 and a power in Green’s 
state machine. The printing of 
ballots for the Nov. 2 election was 
stopped yesterday to permit the 
committee to name a substitute.
